Plaintiffs charged that they began 
mining and carried on this work until 
March 10, 1937, and allege that they | 
found that the ground represented as, 
virgin had been previously worked.

' McCAMEY, Tex. (i)—A tornado that 
doubled back and struck a _ second 
time, wrecked 150 homes in this oil 
field hamlet last night, causing dam- 
age estimated at $1000,000. Three per- 
sons were injured. 

Extent of the damage was disclosed 
after telephone service was restored 
early today. The community had been 
cut off for many hours. 

The tornado struck first at dusk, ap- 
proaching from the northwest, wind 
gusts ripped sheet iron roofs from oil 
shacks, tore away part of the postof- 
fice roof and splintered pillars in front | 
of the Baptist church.

From four to five inches of rain fell.

Western railroads, which depend on 
tourist traffic for most of their busi- 
ness, have a different problem. Traf- 
fic is not so heavy, except between cer- 
tain competitive points, such as Chi- 
cago and Omaha, Chicago and the 
Twin Cities, Omaha and Kansas City. 
Therefore, the Western lines strive to 
obtain all possible passenger traffic, 
since they usually have the facilities 
for handling any amount without the 
necessity of adding to existing trains. 
Of course, the traffic to California is 
highly competitive, with the Rock Is- 
land-Southern Pacific, the Sante Fe, 
and the Northern, Union Pacific con- 


stantly trying to improve their service | ; 


to add to their business. 


Eastern passenger men estimate that | 
the major portion of their new busi- | 
ness has been drawn from privately- 
operated automobiles, especially on 
short-haul trips, such as between De- ; 
troit and Cleveland, Buffalo and 
Rochester, Chicago and Cincinnati. For | 
with the lowered coach fare, it is 
cheaper to use the train than to drive 
an automobile. 

The Western lines have taken quite 
a bit of traffic from the bus lines, with 
some from privately-operated automo- 
biles, it is said. And whereas the ma- 
jor portion of Eastern traffic increase , 
has been on short-haul and local traf- 
fic, the Western lines largest pickup 
has been in long-haul and through 
traffie. tot 

One reason why Eastern representa- . 
tives are not heartily in favor of the, 
lowered fares is apparent from this ex- 
ample. Assuming a train going from | 
Chicago to New York under the old 
fare-system, carried 50 passengers in | 
Pullman cars, and 50 passengers in | 
coaches, the revenue on this particu-'
